A PART OF IT! 


CLUB is defined in Webster’s dictio- 
nary as a mass of something; a group of 
people associated for a common purpose or 
a mutual advantage, usually in an organiza- 
tion that meets regularly... Thus we find the 
status of what we call a club. 

The Phil-Mont Mobile Radio Club is 
such an organization. We have purpose, 
being, membership, aims or goals, and the 
desire to enhance that which is our very 
reason for existence. 

Our purpose, or plan is to enhance the 
image of Amateur Radio in that if there are 
enough people gathered together in support 
of something, then that something must 
have some useful meaning. The reason for 
our being is to fulfill our purpose. 

By making others aware of the fact that 
we are a large organization, dedicated to the 
welfare and growth of a hobby, we bring 
knowledge of that subject to those who do 
not know or understand why we exist. We 
do this by being of service to others through 
our hobby. 

We have membership because it is a 
hobby, which is defined as something a 
person likes to do, or an avocation which is 
shared by many, and our membership is the 
backbone of the club. Without membership 
no club or organization could or would have 
areason to exist. Each Club must have some 
sort of aim or goal or there would be no 
reason for its existence. The aims or goals 


of Phil-Mont are centered around the en- 
hancement of Amateur Radio as a whole in 
our community. 

Most clubs do not make a major impact 
upon the hobby as a whole, however “every 
little bit helps” as the saying goes. Each of 
these characteristics, purpose, being, mem- 
bership and aims or goals require one thing 
to make it work properly. Each has to be 
operated, driven, organized, handled, coor- 
dinated, coerced, pushed, or just plain done 
by a human being, a member. 

To make a club operate properly usual- 
ly takes about 25% of its membership to 
make everything flow, and anything less 
than this is putting a hardship on those who 
are willing to do their share. Most people 
are willing to sit on their hands and do 
nothing, well almost nothing anyway. Lots 
of people criticize, and they are usually the 
ones that sit on their hands. A good rule of 
thumb, never criticize anyone of their work, 
until you have either been in their shoes or 
are willing and ready to take over the job 
yourself. Remember, none of these jobs are 
paying jobs, so thanks and loyalty are the 
only rewards. 

Almost all clubs participate in some 
national event such as Field Day, which is 
a good time to spread the word about Ham 
Radio and the club. Many like to engage in 
special event stations, most will work for a 
Civic reason, 1.e.: civil defense or local 
charity work. Many clubs sponsor events 
such as a traffic net, or put on a hamfest, 
much of the proceeds going to keep the club

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Wireless Data Chip Set 

with Monolithic Radio 
The “virtual wire” wireless data link is a 
compact, low-cost two-chip set that can 
give a computer, terminal, or data-capture 
system remote capability for under $40. 
The system, from RF Monolithics, Dallas, 
Texas, consists of two tiny hybrid modules 
(less than 2 inch square), housing a trans- 
mitter and a receiver. 

By operating in the 433.92 [within 
amateur band-ed] or the 916.5 MHz bands 
at low power (around 2600 ™W), the system 
requires no FCC licensing for individual 
operators, and can use a very small antenna. 

Data rates of up to 20 kbits/s can be 
supported to distances of up to 100 meters. 

The two chips form a simple, com- 
plete, “data-in, RF-out” system that re- 
quires little or no experience in RF design. 
The amplifier-sequenced hybrid (ASH) re- 
ceiver owes its simplicity to a scheme that 
alternately switches power between its first- 
stage high-gain amplifier and a second- 
stage amplifier at arate several times higher 
than the incoming data. 

A monolithic SAW delay-line couples 
the two sections providing filtering and 
decoupling, allowing for a very high open- 
loop gain without risking feedback-induced 
oscillations. Both transmitter and receiver 
use quartz surface acoustic wave devices 
for filtering and tuning. 

Available now, the transmitter module 
costs $10 and the receiver module costs 


$25, both in lots of 1000. &

Alert system NPR 


The ARRL has filed comments on FCC 
notices of proposed rule making concern- 
ing a proposed new Emergency Alert Sys- 
tem in FO Dockets 91-302 and 91-171. The 
League says that the EAS proposal signals 
the Commission’s intention to integrate 
broadcast alerting concepts into local and 
regional emergency response plans, and 
said that the Amateur Service is a logical 
partner in providing emergency informa- 
tion to the public. 

ARRL asserts that Amateur Radio has 
along history of providing emergency com- 
munications through the Radio Amateur 
Civil Emergency Service and the Amateur 
Radio Emergency Service. The national 
society says while the Commission propos- 
al cites hams as an auxiliary entity in emer- 
gency communication operations, the real- 
ity is that the Amateur Service is a principal 
provider of communication during disaster 
relief and other emergencies. 

The League believes that Amateur 
Radio must be considered an available re- 
source at all levels of EAS organization. It 
cites its memoranda of understanding with 
the American Red Cross, the Salvation 
Army, the Federal Emergency Manage- 
ment Agency, the National Communications 
System, the Associated Public Safety Com- 
munications Officers, and the National 
Weather Service. 

The League suggests that EAS partic- 
ipants should be a part of overall emergency 
planning, not just emergency communica- 
tion planning. It urges the total integration 
of Amateur Radio and other radio services

require the inclusion of these issues in U.S. 
preparations for future WRCs. 

“As noted, FCC rulemaking is in 
progress for amateur access to the 219-220 
MHz band. The request for additional nar- 
row spectrum allocations between 30 and 
50 MHz for propagation experimentation 
(e.g., five, 50 kHz slots) will need to be 
studied for technical compatibility.”’ 

Finally, the study said that “any shar- 
ing of military radiolocation spectrum (e.g., 
430-440 MHz) with the amateur services on 
a cO-primary basis in current Federal radi- 
olocation bands is not feasible because of 
the potential loss of operational flexibility 
for military radar systems. Further, the ex- 
pansion of use in the 902-928 MHz band by 
federal and non-federal users, including the 
operation of wind profiling radars, may 
make this band untenable for amateur oper- 
ations in the future.” &

The Federal Communications Com- 
mission is now Offering the complete ama- 
teur service database on the Internet, via the 
FCC’s file transfer protocol (ftp) site. 

This new service marks the beginning 
of electronic granting of licenses at the 
FCC’s Wireless Telecommunications Bu- 
reau. As soon as the data for a new license 
appears in the database, the license is effec- 
tive and all privileges of that license may be 
exercised by the licensee. 

Licensees will no longer need to wait to 
receive a license document in the mail; they 
may use the database as proof of licensing 
and go on the air immediately. 

The database will be updated every 
Monday by noon (Eastern Time). 

Information may be retrieved using the 
following procedure:

Directory: pub/XFS AlphaTest/amateur 
Documentation: readme.txt

To all radio amateurs: Study sees more 
ham bands 

A US government study concludes that 
amateurs could use 2180 additional kilo- 
hertz of spectrum in the future. The Nation- 
al Telecommunications and Information 
Administration (NTIA) reports this need in 
a just-released 10-year projection of spec- 
trum requirements for all licensed radio 
services. 

In June 1992 the ARRL responded to 


an NTIA notice of inquiry with extensive 
comments (see January 1993 QST, page 
82). Here are the 2,180 kilohertz cited in the 
NTIA report: 

30 to 50 MHz, 5 slots of 50 kHz each 
(250 kHz total); 160 to 190 kHz (30 kHz); 
Near 5 MHz (50 kHz); Expansion of 10 
MHz band (200 kHz); Expansion of 14 
MHz band (50 kHz); Expansion of 18 MHz 
band (150 kHz); Expansion of 24 MHz 
band (150 kHz); 219 to 220 MHz (1000 
kHz, already in process); Satellite down- 
link, 29.7 to 30.0 MHz (300 kHz). 

Here are excerpts from the NTIA study: 

“The amateur community commenters 
have suggested significant changes to the 
allocation table to accommodate expanded 
amateur operations. Many of the suggested 
allocation revisions are reasonable... 

“The amateur-satellite service will soon 
have a new generation of amateur satellites 
in orbit that will use all frequency bands 
allocated to the amateur-satellite service 
from 29 MHz through 24 GHz. For this 
reason, the retention of current allocations, 
additional amateur-satellite allocations, and 
the upgrading of certain current allocations 
is desirable. 

“Amateur requests for international 
reallocations would be appropriate issues 
for ... future World Radiocommunication 
Conferences (WRCs). Additional alloca- 
tions at 160-190 kHz, and near 5 MHz will 
require technical studies to determine the 
availability of these bands to support ama- 
teur use. 

“The expansion and upgrading of am- 
ateur allocations in the 10, 14, 18, and 24 
MHz bands are acceptable, but will depend 
on future decrease of requirements for the 
aeronautical mobile or the fixed services 
internationally. The alignment of the ama- 
teur 3.5 and 7 MHz bands worldwide will

To all radio amateurs: Petition threatens 
W1iAW 

A petition for rule making before the 
FCC would eliminate all one-way transmis- 
sions such as code practice and information 
bulletins on the amateur bands below 30 
MHz, including those from WIAW. 

The FCC has assigned file number 
RM-8626 to the petition, which was filed 
by Frederick O. Maia, WSYI, publisher of 
the commercial newsletter the WSYI Re- 
port. The petition seeks to eliminate the 
rules that permit one-way information bul- 
letins and Morse code practice in the ama- 
teur bands below 30 MHz. The effect of the 
petition would be to silence W1AW bulle- 
tin and code practice transmissions, among 
others. 

Maia calls the FCC rule that permits 
certain one-way transmissions on the ama- 
teur bands “‘a very permissive category and 
taken in its broadest context, permits just 
about anything to be transmitted that is 
even remotely associated with the Amateur 
Service.” Maia says that code practice is 
now available on computer software, and 
information bulletins about Amateur Radio 
can be had on various computer on-line 
services. 

Comments on the petition may be sent 
in the form of a letter to the Secretary, FCC, 
Washington, DC 20554. The file number, 
RM-8626, should be shown prominently at 
the top. An original and five copies is 
preferred, but single copy comments will 
be accepted. A copy should also be sent to 
Mr. Maia’s lawyer, Raymond A. Kowalski, 
Keller and Heckman, 1001 G Street NW, 
Washington, DC 20001. The deadline for 
comments on the petition is May 4, 1995.8

re we ready for “this” again?? Well, 
Ari Day 795 is fast approaching. 

t takes place this year on June 24th 
and 25th. Last year was the first Field Day 
operation in quite a few years for Phil- 
Mont, but as we all discovered, it was both 
successful and fun! 

Once again, I’m looking for volunteers 
to make this year’s effort an even bigger 
success than last year. Our plans are to 
operate with as many stations on the air as 
possible (we ran 9-A in 1994, with 9 sepa- 
rate transmitters running on generator pow- 
er). I need ambitious workers that want to 
be part of a “team” on Field Day. There’s a 
lot of work to be accomplished in a very 
short period of time, and most of the oper- 
ating positions will be rotated though this 
year, So nobody gets stuck on a dead band. 

Antennas for each band will need to be 
assembled and erected, tents will have to be 
put together, AC extension cords run and 
generators fueled and maintained. And all 
this before Field Day begins! Yikes! 

Certainly, one of the biggest lessons 
learned from last year was our need for CW 
operators. You know who you are... but I 
don’t! Please, if you can stop by, even for a 
couple hours, I’d like to hear from you so I 
can make some plans to accommodate you 
upon arrival. For each CW contact, we 
double the points earned. Dick-W3RM and 
Rick-N3DHI, were the backbone of our 
CW operation in ’94. They need some help, 
especially Rick. He doesn’t work well out- 
side of his electronics lab in Fort Washing- 
ton, so I had to sprinkle resistors and diodes 
in the grass around their operating position 
to make him feel more at home. We have 
some strange trees growing out there now, 
with color bands around the trunks! 


Phone and CW positions will be avail- 
able on 160, 80, 40, 20, 15 and 10 meters. 
VHF and UHF operations are combined for 
scoring purposes, and an active satellite 
position will be in place. 

We tried ATV last year, but QRM got 
the best of us. This year, we will not be 
including an ATV position. 

Six meters had a few contacts last year, 
so hopefully someone will make their equip- 
ment available. 

Packet is responsible for a 100 point 
message from ARRL HQ, so this position 
proves quite important. 

A “novice” station will also be in place, 
and needs to operated by a Novice/Tech 
Plus in the Novice subbands. 

So here’s the pitch: I need interested 
club members, that have some time and 
equipment, to contact me by phone or on 
03. Everyone that gets in touch with me 
will be added to my list. Since there are so 
many positions, logistics for an event like 
this can be a nightmare. I need to have some 
sort of idea as to who’s coming and what 
gear will be available. Should enough peo- 
ple get in contact with me over the next few 
weeks, we may have an organizational 
meeting to iron-out some details. This will 
help us hit the ground running. 

Our site for Field Day will be the same 
as last year. If you’ve ever seen the TV 
towers in Roxborough, that’s where we'll 
be. There’s plenty of grass, trees, and fresh 
air. We will have access to a building with 
running water, toilet and shower! (Now this 
is roughing it!) Expected setup time will be 
noon on Saturday, but this is not a firm time 
as of yet. 

Give it some thought. We surprised a 
few last year with the location and number

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PADDLERAMA 


addlerama is a canoe race sponsored 
P by the Boy Scouts of America, Bucks 

County Council. This is a 2-day event, 
this year on June 24 & 25. The race is intwo 
segments, on Saturday the race starts at the 
Delaware Water Gap and ends at the Mar- 
tins Creek power plant boat ramp. Sunday 
picks up at the Phillipsburg, NJ boat ramp 
(across from Easton) and ends in Tinicum 
State park. 

The race started in 1962 and is held 
annually. PMRC entered the picture in 1966 
to provide health & welfare communica- 
tions for the scouts, this has been tested due 
to varying river conditions. 

The river is a normally calm body of 
water with one Class-2 (on a scale of | to 6) 
rapids. This is located just below Belvidere, 
NJ and is called Foul Rift. River conditions 
can vary greatly from year to year. The race 
goes on rain or shine, halted only for such 
adverse conditions as electrical storms and 
fast or high water. 

THE RACE 

Each team consists normally consists 
of four members and one canoe. On each 
day there are two “relays,” each consisting 
of passage through three “gates” and a 
“changeover” (gates on day one only). The 
gates (poles) are suspended vertically over 
the river (usually in an area of fast water). 
Each canoe is judged on its successful pas- 
sage (forwardand reverse) through the gates, 
and penalty points (worth 5 minutes each) 
are added to the times of those who fail to 
make clear passage. The changeover is just 
what the name implies, however, it is pos- 
sible to get penalty points here too, due to 
improper procedures. At the end of each 
day, times and penalty points are calculated 
and posted for each relay. 


Awards are given for all sorts ofachieve- 
ments. There are at least four “classes” of 
entrants, including Senior Boys, Senior 
Girls, Junior Boys, and Junior Girls. 
PHIL-MONT 

Our part in the race begins on Saturday 
morning, on the New Jersey side of the river 
at the Kittatinny Point information station 
at the Delaware Water Gap (approximately 
1 3/4 hours north of Doylestown), where we 
link up with the Scouts. Here the Scouts 
conduct the first day briefing just prior to 
the start of the race (normally 11:00 a.m.). 
Many of us take this time to locate the 
scouts who will be at our assigned loca- 
tions. (This comes in handy if you are 
unfamiliar with the territory, or need a 
canoe to get to your location.) Generally 
there are three types of assignments that 
you might get: 1. Gates 2. Changeovers 3. 
Observation points These will be more ful- 
ly explained below. 

The sweep canoe is loaded and put in 
the water at this point. Captained in recent 
years by WB3BPI (Brad King) and his able 
crew, which is equipped with at least two 
radios with which they use to keep in touch 
with both the stations on shore and their 
very own chase car. Their mission is to 
ensure the safe passage of all who precede 
them down the river. 

Our mission is to relay race informa- 
tion to the head timekeeper who will have 
an amateur assigned to him. If you are 
assigned to an observation point you are 
responsible only for observing safe passage 
past your location. From each set of gates 
we will relay penalty point information for 
each canoe. From the changeover points 
will come official time information. This 
information is for the timekeepers to calcu-
